in northern Manchuria. The booster impact area of a launching from the 
Chi-ning -- P'ang-chiang area, on the other hand, would fall in sparsely 
populated areas . 

7t» Other launching criteria show similar locational indications. Low 
precipitation and wind speeds in the Chi-ning area are advantageous for 
launching operations. Wireline facilities along the Trans -Mongolian railroad f 
are available for communications links between Peiping and the site, as well as 
for instrumentation support between the site, Ulan Ude and down -range 
instrumentation points to the northeast. Ad hoc radio communications 
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arrangements,, of course, might well supplement the land-line links. Security 
precautions would also he more easily enforced, while at the same time the 
location remains relatively accessible from Peiping --a little more than 


200 air-miles away.
